What shall we do with our im- 
migrants is a question that bids fair 
to be a perplexing one, and into it 
there enters nothing of the old 
spirit of ‘“‘ know-nothingism”’ or of 
antagonism against the foreigner 
as a foreigner. ‘ 

It is no secret that every country 
in Europe is making the United 
States the slop-bucket into which 
they threw their criminal and pau- 
per classes, and it is against thie 
that the best sentiment in the 
country, native as well as foreign- 
born, enters its emphatic protest. 
The statistics of all the almshouses, 
asylums and prisons of the country 
show to what a continuatiou of the 
present system of unrestricted im- 
migration will lead us. Already 
in New York the support and 
maintenance of foreign-born. pau- 
pers, invalids and criminals is be- 
coming a burden that is being 
seriously felt by the State, and the 
State authorities fos published 
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reports see no way of relief but by 
restricting the inflax of people who 
must be supported by the State, 
either at home or in this country. 
The alarming increase in the per- 
centage of insane in the State of 
New York bas led the State Board 
of Charities to make a thorough in- 
vestigation into its cause. The 
Roard in its report says: 


“Such increase comes almost wholly 
from the shipment of insane and 
otherwise enfeebled persons to our 
shores from different countries of Eu- 
rope who immediately fall upon the 
cities and counties of this State [New 
York] for support.”’ 


The rapid increase in the number 
of criminals in various penal insti- 
tutions is due to exactly the same 
source. The United States has be- 
come, says the Chicago Weekly 
News, the land which, owing to its 
ill-regulated immigration rules, is 
the asylum of not only the op- 
pressed of all lands but of their beg- 
gars, paupers and criminals as well. 

How long this country will eheer- 
fully submit to the bearing of this 
burden, which has already become 
onerous, is for the next Congress to 
decide. 


Newspapers throughout the coun- 
try are propounding the question, 
‘‘What will we do with our Loys?” 
This we consider a pretty tough 
problem to wrestle witb. A boy is 
an unknown quantity, and an un- 
certainarticle to deal with. People 
who raise them and whoclaim to 
understand the art of cultivation 
are always ata loss to know what 
to do with them. The boy seems 
to be the only one who borrows no 
trouble. An important question with 
him is how to get another bunch of 
cigarettes when his stock rune low. 
Boys in olden times seemed to grow 
into men, and those of to-day con- 
sider that the same thing ie still 
possible. Itis a difficult matter to 
determine the destiny of eveu a 
wild and wreckless youngster. It 
does not always follow that he will 
continue down tbe road to ruin 
simply because he was reckless in 
bis boyhood. There comes a time 
when a person stops to consider. 
When a boy reaches the stage of 
manhood he scans the field of 
life, and it is not always the 
one who takes the seemingly 
best road that reaches home 
first. It is a deplorable fact 
that the boys of to-day are addicted 
to vices that do them no good, but, 


i! ~~ to the contrary, are impervous to

Important Correspondence. 
WASHINGTON, May 31.

FOREICN DISPATCHES 


A Destructive Blaze. 
HambBure, June l. 

A great fire broke out last night in 
the “Strand.” The Heubner quays 
were speedily destroyed. Six large 
sheds were next gutted. The flames 
communicated to two British yessels, 
‘The City of Dartmound”’ and “The 
Gladiator,” and destroved them. The 
masts and riggiug of many other ves- 
sels lying at the docks were burned. 
At 1 o’clock this morning the fire had 
spread overan area of about 300 by 
900 yards. By 4 o’clock the flames 
were under control and not likely to 
spread further. It is unknown 
whether there was any loss of lite. 
The damaye will be immense, reach- 
ing, it is estimated, several million 
marks. 


Inspecting Buildings in M exico 
City or Mexico, June l. 
The Government is having the thea- 
ters and other large public buildings 
carefully inspected to see if any seri- 
ous damage, such as might result in 


future catastrophes, occurred by the 
earthquake Sunday morning. Police 
reports show a few accidents by the 
shock. Some roofs fell in, injuring 
several persons, and some smail 
bouses were overthrown, It will cost 
a large sum to repairthe broken sec- 
tion of the aqueduct. Much anxiety 
is felt as to the condition of the Ca- 
thedral, the cupola of which was 
cracked by the shock. 


Won't Stand the Expense. 
Lonpon, June 1. 
The President of the Cambridge 
University Club publishes a letter ad- 
dressed to the students of the Uni- 
versity, in which he says that the col- 


lege clubs seem disfnclined to sub- 
scribe toward paying the expenses of 
sending the Cambridge crew to Amer- 
ica for the purpose of rowing against 
the Harvard University crew. He 
therefore appeals to individual mem- 
bers of the University to assist in rais- 
ing the necessary amount. He urges 
the importance of the proposed race as 
it would draw the two institutions into 
closer relations.
